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NOTES OF THE 


Dr. Richardson's able address at the Eisteddfodd placed the English-Jewish 
Question in its proper light, so far as the question of race is involved. Where 
anti-Semites point to the differences in the Jewish character as ‘an object of 
blame, Dr. Richardson shows that these characteristics enable the Jew to 
fulfil his epecial function. in the ccmmonwealih. Wo cannot concar with the 


_ lcarned Doctor in bis view of this function, at least in the limited form in which 


he placed it before his audience, The capacity of the Jew is not alone for 
money-twmaking or even for music. Tho versatility of the Jewish intellect adapts 
it especially for influencing public opinion through the press, and also for legal 
work. Of course Dr. Richardson could not havo introduced the particuler trait 
which gives to Jews their distinctive mission—their Judaism. Yet their earnest 
striving for their religion should not have. been left ont of account in any 
dercription of their function in the world. The Doctor, however, made a home 
thrust in pointing to the great weakness of the modern Jew. We shonld not 
put this as be does. It is not so much money-making as exaggerating the 
importance and valde of money wherein the danger lies. It is rather in the 
want of recognition of other forces in the world that the danger to modern 
Jews exists than in their practical recognition of money as a force, and a very 
powerful one, 


The anti-Semites have plucked up courage and, far from being disheartened 
at the universal reprobation of the civilized word, are about to hold a Congress 
at Dresden. In these days of conferences and congresses it is cnly natural 
that any large movement should be the cause of large meetings of this kind. 
Perhaps, too much has been made of the utility of “putting heads together,” 
but it undonbtedly leads'to more efficient organization, and this may be. the 
result of the meting of the anti-Semite trinmvirate Sticker, Henrici, and 
Istoczy. We are gla, however, to observe that the Saxon Government havo 
done everything in their power to discountentnce the meeting. Even if it isto 


.be held, the speeches will have to be delivered under police supervision and be 
toned down accordingly. Saxony has throughout: the anti-Semitic movemcnt, 


been particularly careful to repress the more violent ‘manifestations of the 
envious feeling against Jewish success. 


Whilst anti-Seniitism is rampant.in many parts of [ungary, and whilst the 
garre pcruicious agitation is once again raising its head in Germany, it is 
pleasing to turn to a brighter picture of concord and ami’ y which was afforded 
by the celebration of the jubilee of the University at Wiirzburg. Far from 
being deepised and locked upon as pariahe, as is onbappily the case in ‘other 
parts of Germany, the Jews of Wiirz burg are deservedly treated by their 
Christian fellow citizens as brothers, and as such the Jesiah community took 
an official part in the varicd ceremonics of the day. Not only were the same 
official honours. shown to the Rabbi as were paid tothe heads of the other 
religious denominations, but the epecial service in the synagogue likewise found 
iis place in the official programme of the festival. ‘The Rector of the University. 
having been unavoidably prevented by aclashing of other duties from attending 
the scivice in the tastefully decorated and beautifully illuminated synagogne, 
delegated three of his Profeseors to represent him at the ccremony, which was 
‘also graced by the presence of the Jewish Rector of the University cf 


Greifswald. 


An interesting description of Russian manners which we quote below from 
the columns of the Globe illustrates what we have continually contended in 
connection with the charge levied against the Jews of encouraging intoxication 
among the Rassian peasantry. I[t clearly shows that drunkenness in Russia is 
a wational vice fostered by the national religion and would flcurish as exten-

they come almost as often as certain Thursdays in the Rabelaisian story,the Russian populace 
cannot complain that its opportunities of erjoyment are few. Popular festivities on this sca’e,

THE WORD. “CHOLERA.” 
TO THER EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

S1n,—As Mr. Pearson challenges me in your issue of the 18th to show that it is 
philologically impossible that. the word cholera can be derived from the two Hebrew 
words /v-Jero, you will no. doubt grant me, with your usual courtesy, a little space 
in your colujnns to corroborate my previous statement. 

There are only two classes of verbs in Hebrew to which the word 4v (vomere) 
can possibly belang, viz., to the so-called Ain-waw or the Lamed-hé. Now. in the firat 
instance the participle passive is N)D, and in the second NP, but never Av. Had 
Mr. Edward Leigh, to whom Mr. Pearson refera as an authority, lived in 1582 
instead of 1662, he would certainly have revised his “ Critica Sacra.” 

As to the word /erv, it is true it occura once in the Scriptures as an exception 
to the general rule, but in that case it stands in connection with the word ‘52D, 
which, however, is wanting in /e-/+re; thus neither of the two words can be 
accepted as yramimatically correct or as corresponding t» the idiom of the Hebrew 
language. : 

1 entirely agree with the assumyition of both your correspondents on the 
etymology of the word in question, that the latter is more likely to be of Greek than 
of Arabic or Hebrew origin, though, strange. enough, the term j>5-'57m is found in 
the Scriptures in the singular and also in the plural in connection with the diseases 
in vogue in Egyptin ancient times, which the Jewieh Law-giver held out as a 
punishment for all transgressors of the haw (Deuteronomy, xxviii. 59, 60), meaning, 
perhaps, also the interdiction of wearing’ }}Dyw in an Eastern climate (compare 
Mr, Meyers’ letter on that subject in the Jewish Chronicle of the 28th ult.)

AN ANCIENT SYNAGOGUE AT HULL. 
TO THE EDITOR oF Tak *‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


€12,—In your last week's number I noticed a “ Note” 
for more information of the early Jewish history in connection with the early 
settlement of ovr ancestors in our Northern English towns. Like Mr. Davia, |

liull is a very ancient seaport, founded by King Edward I. Early historians 
have reiterated that when the fortifications were levelled in the year 1774, when 
a redoubt:was being removed iv the *‘ Lomgate,” there was found a quantity of 
human bodies, and from their appearance it proved to be a burying place for 
the Jews. Being the oldest me »ber of our congregation, by residence, I was 
much interested in trying to find where their place of worship was located, 
because I knew there had teen but two synagogues during the last hundred years, 
Recently I have had the privilege of perusing some hundreds of MSS. compiled 


synagogue as it appeared up to the year 1700 ; the site is very near to the present 
synagogue. From the description it was evidently a very bandsoms building, and 
denotes that there resided in this north-sastern town some wealthy Jews. The 
MS. I have translated into the vernacular, as the original is full of abreviated 
and obsolete wor/s, and is a3 follows : . 


“TEN FAITH. LANE.” 


“ Tiis spot is on the west side of Dagger Lane, about half way dowa, ania 
few feet from the old * Mosondien.” This name was given to it by reason of 
the Jews’ synagogue being built there, The gateway, I know, opened from the 
Dagger Lane into a courtyard and then took its course to the end nigh to the 
town walls where the said synagogue stood. It was built in the Tetra style. | 
know it was of moch beauty, all adorned with stone pillars, carved with 
flowers of. the most grand description. The pulpit was of polished -oak and 
stood on four pillars fluted, the front being ornamented with gold mouldings and 
pictures. of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, David and Solomon. The fronts of the 
woman's balcony were filled in with words taken the Talmad, ond fixed in frames 
the entire way round. In the front of the building was a large doorway placed 
under an arch with a coupde of windows of coloured glass. About the year 1700 
the place getting into a decayed state, it was pulled down, and it was found to 
be Luilt on arched bows, the walls being 4-feetthick and built out of hewn stone 
In digging up the foundations a “ Phylactery " was found ia an iron box with. 
a Hebrew inscription, written in parchment, coataining an application of the 
sixth chapter of Deuteronomy, from the beginning of the. fourth verse to the 
end of the ninth. It-wonld be no ways urlikely, my grandfather used to say, that 
this synagogue would be built a few years after the decease of Kiog Richard 
the First, when no less than 1,500 of these poor, buat ill-ased, people were mas- 
sacred at York as well as other places by the hands of an ignorant and brutish 
populace.

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THE EARLY HISTORY OF THE JEWS OF SOUTHAM-TON, 


The literary public of this country has had its attention drawn largely this week 
to the City of Southampton, where the British Association for tho Advancement 
of Science is now holding its annual meeting, and, as is customary, many local 
antiqvarics and eome London jourralists have prepared brief historics of the 


town and accounts of ite objects of interest in behalf of the many visitors - 


who are now assembled together there, It is not surprising, that no men- 
tion of the Jews should have been made in these publications There exist at 
the present time, we believe, no local indications of their presence in the city 
in early times. No streets are called by their names as in London or Leicester, 
and no avcient etone work continues to be identified with them as at Lincoln or 
Bury St. Edmunds. Bat that many of them resided there in the Middle Ages is 
capable of demonstration from documents at the Record Office, which it is 
perbans unreasonable to expect the local or newspaper writers to have con- 
eulted. TLeir total absence from Southampton might well have been for us 
matter of surprise. For it is well known that the towns of Soath-Western 
Dr. Freeman, the 
historian of the Norman Conqeest of, William Rafus, speaks of Winchester— 
lying a few miles to the north of Southampton—as a veritable Jewish: metro- 
polis, and’ Gloucester and Bristol, from the number and importance of their 
Jewish residents, might either of them well dispute tho title with it. In Wilt- 
shire, likewise, the Jews congregated, and singularly enongh the county gave 
the surname of Wilton to more than one Jewish family of moeldiava!l England. 
Similarly the archives of the Corporation of Dartmouth, in Devonshire, show 
that the Jews were known to its inhabitants in the thirteenth century. And if 
they penetrated into so comparatively obscure a part of the country as that in 
which this little seaport lies, it would have been strange had they left the 
neighbouring City of Southampton whoily untenanted. 

The position held by Southampton ia the economy of mediwval Eogland 
could not in fact help attracting some Jewish settlers. It was the port at which 
from the eleventh to the fourteenth centuries most of the ships from Normandy 
disembarked their passengers and as the majority of the English Jews came 
originally from France and especially from the Norman towns of Rouen and 
Caco, vast numbers of them must have passed through the city on landing here, 
It would be only natural to aseume that some of them took up a more or kiss 
permanent residence there and direct evidence exists in support of the assump- 
tion. In a-valuable roll of 1197, detailing the debte due to Aaron of Lincolp, 
the great mediw val plutocrat, not only are some of his Christian debtors des- 
cribed as of Southampton and its neighbourhood, bat he is shown to have bad 
similar dealings with many Jews who are found residing in the district. Aaron 
had apparently advanced to them, as to his poorer brethren in. other cities, a 
portion of the tallage recently demanded of them by Richard 1, and he now 
sought to secure the repayment of Lis loaue. Beyond proving the presence of 
Jews in Southampton at this early date and the inferiority of their resources— 
a feature easily intelligible if we regard them as.recent immigrants from the 
Continent—the majority of the Jews mentionel here present no characteristics 
of special interest: One of them, probably of older standing than the rest, is 
described as‘de Winton—that is, of Winchester. Anotlier bears a distinctly 
French surname, and others are called Deulecresse and Vives—tho kinnuyim, 
or duplicate names, commonly used abroad and especially ia France, for business 
and legal purposes by Jews whose synagogal nanos (Shemoth I1akko:dleshoth) 
were respectively Gedaliah and Hayyim. ; 

A few years later we find the Jews of Southampton figaring in somewhat 
different transactions. Several of them were it would seein of a litigious turn 
of mind and reports of many lawsuits ia which they were concerned in 1219 
have been carefully preserved. The cases mainly deal with quarrels over 
pecauiary matters and a money lender na ned Caera de Wiatonis most frequently 
mentioned in connection with the legal businees before us. The name points 
probably to a French origin, aud like Bona and Reyna is. feminine in 
form. Ina different document dated 1228, a tenant of some houses 
and land belonging to St. Frideswiile’s Abbey, now Oxford Cathedral, 
bears tLe same name and is described as “Jadea in Oxonia,”’ that ie, a 
It is, therefore, obvious that the chief creditor of the peuple 
of Southampton in 1219 was a woman, and her position furnishes new proof 
of the important part her sex played in the business affairs of the Jews of the 


day. We know that Sara, the wife of Benedict le Eveske—a Jew of Oxford—_ 


held property in that town at the beginning of Edward L.’s reign, and wilowes are 
often found distraining for debts dué to their dead husbands or infant children ; 


but we do not-remember any instance of a Jewess becoming, as in Chera’s case, | 


responsible for the continuous conduct of alarge money-lending business. Ler 
litigation illustrates the numbera of her chents. In this single Session of 
1219, in six or more cases she plays a leading part. She first summons the 
Prior of a neighbouring religious house to show cause why he should not pay a 
long standing debt.

had, he declared, received from him ten marks and four had been given to Chera 


herself, nor had he omitted to pay the lawful inte.est, There the case was for 
the moment droppad, but when, after an adj arament, it came on again, Adam 


failed to put in an appearauce, and the verdict went against him by dcfau't, 
_Chera’s star, however, was not in the ascendant. ‘The king, in the true epirit of © 
those times ordered that the fourteen marks’ worth of Adam's chattels aud land 


returned to clear off the debt, should be paid not to the creditor, but to himself, 
on the ground that he had doubts és to the jastice of the result of the trial. 
Nevertheless Chera had lator the satisfaction of seeing Adam striving in vain 
to regain possession of his property. 

Other Jewish plaintiffs of Sonthampton at the same sessions were Isaac and 
Salomon, described as of Boverloy (Boverlaca 0), which can be nons other than 
the capital town of the East Riding of Yorkshire. Tao designation is of high 
interest as indicating anew not only the ubiquitousness of our Eaglish ancestors, 
but the importont changes they «cre in the habit of making from 
time to time in their places of abode. We find for exawple Jews of 
London, Winchcster, Bristol. and Gloucester, moving and settling tem- 
poratily in the chief provincial - cities, aid among the residents of 
Oxford Jews are to be found, not only from the neighbouring town of 
Abingdon, but from the more distant villages of Cricklale, Walliogford and 
Berkhampstead, There is, however, something almost uniqae in Jows from tho 
extreme North moving to the extrome South as Isaac an] Salomon soem to nave 
done. But when we moet them these settlers from Yorkshire appear to have 
grown quite acclamitiz»d totheir new hone, Oao of their eaits they gained with 
great ease, but in another in which Salonon alone was concerned he proved less 
successful, and he wags ordered to make over to one Peter de Barini eithera 
horse of the valao of ono hundred shillinga or the money itso!f. Suxlomon 
wou!d appear to have beea held to have unjustly deprived tbe knight of his 
steed and to havo thus rendered him unable to perform hia military duties. 
Whatever may have been the special merita of the caso, the law was plainly 
against the Jew. For it sheuld be remembered that Henry IL. in 1181 ordained 
that no Jew should retain in his possession any military accoutrement lest the 
king's forces should ever be thus curtailed. | 

{tis not necessary to enumerate further similar ‘transactions in whicli the 
Jews of Southampton engaged up to the end of the contary—up to the day on 
which the ecaport was suddently crowded with mavy Jewinh etrangers from 
all parts of the West of England preparing to obey Edward I's edict of exile, 
The documents all boar a strong fam'ly likeness and, practically, go over the 
same ground. These few slight examples, covering barely twenty years, are 
enough to enable us to realize some of the little trials and vexations that 
beset the ordinary lives of -our ancestors in- comparatively peacefal districts. 
None of these facts have, wo -believe, been mentioned in connection with 
Jewish history before, and they may serve to illustrate how vast is the field of 
Anglo-Jewish antiquities that remain as yet unexplored. Southampton was 
of course never an important home of the English Jews. It was not a great 
city—it was always maialy a seaport—a poiat of departure for immigran's and 
emigrants to and from this country. Bat if it ts possible to recover so many 
inci'ents of Jewish interests as those we have detailed, all occarring 
within a very few years it is clear that the Jewa held a well-recognized 
position there, and we have no hesitation in adding that every small town 
aud almost every village would offer to us, if their whole histories were known, 
evidence of a similar part played by our mediwval forefathers. in the internal 
economy of each of them.

Mr. S. D Levontin, President of the Society “ Advance Guard” for the 
Colonization of Palestine; whose heatq iarters ace at Jaffa, informs us that the 
Committee have suceseded, after gr at dcilliculttes, in porchasing an excellent 
plot of fertile lind, about one hour and aqaarts sa distance from Jaffa, and near 
the high road to Jerusalem and Gaza... Oa this land the Society hope to estab- 
lish ite first agricultural colony, which is to be called Hew. “Mr.Levontia 
has #cli.a portion of the land to six poor: familiga, refugees from Russia, and 
has stirinlated that the parchase-morn¢y is to bo paid by easy instalments within 
the period of five yeara Owing ‘o their excessive poverty, they having bees 
deapoiled of all iLeir property m Russia, they are unable to ereet houses or to 
purchase the gequisiie agricoltaral implements. Lavontia appeals for 
assistarce ja their behalf, and states that, contributions may be sent to Mr. i, 
Atozalak, the British Vice Coneut at Jaffa.

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CONSULAR “PROTECTION” IN MOROCCO, 


[FROM AN CCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT. | 


Ample time has now elapeed since the publication of the Madrid Gonven. 
tion of the 3-d of July, 1880, to test some of the reeults of that remarkable 
document. The great sop offered by Cid Mohammed Bargash to the Represon- 
tatives is contained in Article xi. where wo learned that foreigners may own 
real estate within the limite of his Sherecfian Majesty's dominions. The natural 
inference was that a door would be opened to European capital and enterprise, 
principally ia. the direction of agriculture, which is undoubtedly the chief 
though latent, resoures of the conntry. Againat this immense sceming ad¢an. 


‘tage. it is stipulated (Articles xii. and xiii.) that the subjects and protézés of 


foreign nations shall be placed on the same footing with regard to the payment 
of dues and taxes as the subjects of the Sultan. The apparent.fairness of this 
arrangement is unquestionable and seems to have appealed most successfully. to 
the diplomatic gentlemen at Madrid, none of whom was distingnished—to put 


_it very mildly —by an extensive knowledge of Morocco, or an acquaintance with 


the refined duplicity of her officials. Unfortunately the taxes levied for the bene. 
fit of the imperial treasury have always been chara:terizad by an extreme clasti- 
city,the rule being that he who bas shall pay for him who has not.. Under these 
circumstarces it became neceesary to establish a scale of agricultural taxoa, gate 
dues, &c, which were to be—on the unimpeachable assurance) of a bigh offivial— 
precisely similar to what had been previously levied (legally,) from the aubjects 
of the Saltan. The production on the coast of this new scale of taxes, brought 
thither by epecial commiesioners from court, was the signal for a burst of well- 
founded and vehement indignation. In many cases the old dues had been 
increased literally tenfold. Newand exorbitant taxes had boen created, and, to 
add to the ill-feeling caused by this breach of faith, the extortionate demands 
of the now commissioners were rendered more offsssive in ceriain towns by the 
high-handed manner in which those firmctionarios opened the canpaign. 
llappily the opposition encountered by these gentlemen has to somo extent 
moditie! their ravages. 

Over and above tho benefit accruing to tho Tressury from these taxes o1 


foreigners and protégés—and please to remark that three-qiarters of ths trade is 


in their handa, and that cousequently the gain to the Sultan must be propor- 
tionate—the question of protection has been so twisted by the adroit Bargash 
as to present, under ney regalations, an appearance of rigid justice, while in 
reality foreign trale aod internal equity are s«riously attacked According to the 
old practice, a foreign merchant secured protection for all his agents in the 
interior so long as they were eogaged in his. board Ade business.

satisfied of his havirg committed some offence tendering hin usworthy. of ‘it.

justified in giving protection to avy but the agents of resident loreigners ; which 
means that the Moorish or Jewish agent of Messre, Brown, Jones, and Robinson, 
cf Mancheater, ia liable to be hailed at. midnight before a drunken Kaid and 
t¢nt-summatily to prison, to have bis house plundered by tho Batha’s retainers, 
be “squeezed ”’ at judicious intervals by the same impartial dispenser of 
justice, Or euppcse the case of a fraudulent agent who has long enjoyed tho 
benefits of foreign protection, being discovered by his. employers and his coolly 
informing them that they may sue him before the law of the Prophet! He 
carries half his booty to the Kadi and the plundered Briton may simply whistle 
for his money.. Just atthe very moment when British jurisdiction over him is 
80 much to be desired it becomes impossible. s 
Thus the Sultan's revenue has been enormously increased, foreign protec- 
tion seriously curtailed, and the legitimate and usually benoficial influence of 
the Consuls attacked ; against which we have ofléred tous permission for 
foreigners to own real estate. At the risk of being charged with the proverbially 
ungraceful act of examining a gift horse’s molars, | must remark that this 
ability to own real estate has existed for years. Tho difitcully is not to hold 
the property but to obtain it. A foreigner may buy ; yes, but can a native 
sell? No purchase of real estate is valid unless certified by notaries. 0, 
you too coutiding diplomatists of Madrid, why did no one wiisper to you that 
to legalize the sale of real estate to a foreigner is a good deal more thau a 
notary’s place, and perhaps his liberty, is worth. 
‘the question of protection, in its relation to the Moorish Jews, is one which

eomewhat difficult matter, There have been abuses of protection. Thers have 
also—several thousand years ago of course—been abuses of good liqaor and 
wholesome things in a land very dear to us all, This is hardly a reason for 
abolishing the use of cakes and ale, Natives of Morocco have bought pro- 
tection.

JEWISH FLEXIBILITY. 


We dilated last week on the remarkatle facility with which Jews are able 
to adopt ‘the customs of the nation:.” This capacity implies in the Jewish 
character an clement of flexibility which merits observation on its own 
account, 

All the elements in the history of our race that have tended to give us 
a mobile intellect have at the same time .resulted in giving us a fand of 
easily moved emotion. The Jewish race is as distinguished for its flexibility 
of emotion as for its plasticity of intellect. 
ofthe other ; without readiness of interest there can be no quickness of com- 
prehension, without quick uaderstanding there can be no ready play of 
sympathy. The trait is, indeed, one common to all Semites; the Arabs 
were and are very emotional, We may even trace in the, fact a certain 
measure of the quality due to physical characteristics of the S:mites, They 
seem for the most part to be of small frame and highly nervous, both of 
which qualities seem to go along with a nature prone to enthusiasm, as we 
may.see in the analogous instance of the Celtic race. 

This original tendency has been immensely intensified by the history 
of the Jews, They have for the most part lived a life of continual peril for 
the last two thousand years. ITlolding at cach moment their life in their 
hands, their nervous temperament must have become more and more 
ingrained, 
lope wide sympathies. Their Jong martyrdom testifies to their enthusiasm 
for the ideal, an enthusiasm which argues a high-strunz nature, The scorn 
of their fellow men has doubtless had its share in increasing their sen: itive- 
ness. And the city life to which they have for the most part been confined 
is proverbially.more stimulating than a bucolie existence. 

~The swift play of emotion that has resulted from these causes. has 
given a kind of iridescence to the Jewish character which has been the 
lost marked characteristic of those members of the race who have appeared 
most prominently before Europe in the nineteenth century. Herne and 
and have all been characterised by a vivacity 
and mobility astonishing and not altogether pleasing to the Teutons among 
whom they have lived. In all these cases social isolation has intensified the 
contrast, sharpened humour into wit, tinged enthusiasm with exaggeration, 
and moulded intense individuality into egotistic vanity. But Jews who 
have lived their life apart from contact and conflict with their neighbours 
display the same. emotional characteristics in more pleasing forms. The 
bright humour which irradiates most Jewish houses, and the piquant vavity 


Which tones down the marked individuality of able Jews, form some of the — 
Whien intensified by social isola-— 
tion these traits combine to produce the characteristic Jewish impudence— 


most pleasing characteristics of the race. 


chutzpah is the technical term—which sharpens too conspicuously the 
intercourse of Jews where the isolating feeling still exists, 

This easily moved fund of emotion enables the Jew to concentrate the 
force of his character and gives it the variable intensity required for the ait 


Of acting. It is a remarkable fact that the two greatest actresses of mo tern 


times, Racuen and Madame Saran Besxuarvt, should be of Jewish 
And it is well known that most of the best actors on the German 


Each is a necessary condition — 


They have travelled about, and nothing is more likely to deve-— 


— 


One can even notice the germ of histrionic power developed more distino- 
tively in Jewish children than in others, 


Something of the same qualities that go to make an actor is required, 
we fancy, to make a good linguist. One must cnter into the spirit of the 
foreign language before one can master its idiomatic phrases and this power 
of feeling like a Frenchmen, a German, or an Italian, as the case may be, is 
very near akin to the power that enad'es a great actress to feel what Lady 
Macneta or might have felt, 


The same extended sympathy and liveliness of apprehension are 
admirably suited for the profession of journalism. It has been said, one 
knows not with how much trath, that three-fourths of the German press is 
edited by Jews and we should not feel surprised if this were so, These 
qualities are likewise adapted for the novel and it is remarkable that 
Avgspacn, Pavut Heyer, Linpav, Feanzos, 
l’anny are all of the Jewish race. 


Nomrent, 

The capacity of concentrating emotion may serve to explain the ¢/an 
of Jewish operations in war where lriliant daring rather than stubborn 
courage have been characteristic of the Jew. And the trait remains in the 
peaceful warfare of commercial competition, The boldness of Jewish 
speculation is one of its best known traits, though equally remarkable is 
its readiness to recure a slight profit rather than wait for a rise The 
same excitable temperament reaches excess in the spirit of gambling which 
is often too strongly exhibited hy both sexes, 


The greater mobility of Jewish emotion is doubtless one of the canses of 
the wry marked Jewislr capacity for music. On the intellectual side music 
atid mathematical power appear to go hand in hand. On theside of emotion 
there scems to be required for musical ability'a ready play of deep emotion. 
A nation that. has produced within the last half century such musical 
geniuses as Fenix Menprissoun, and not to speak 
of the smaller ones like Orrannacn; must poseess greater talent for music 
than other peop'es. 


If we cannot trace the love of bright colours to this flexibility of the 
Jewish character we can at any rate recognize that the same love goes along 
with a similar disposition in Celtic natures. , Combined with the histronic 
strain, this love of colour has re-u'ted in a certain amount of ostentation, 
Moch of the il will that has attended Jews in Germany and ia Russia has 
been attributed to a certain tendency to ost ntation which may almost be 
regarded as a survival of S+mitiom, Readers of “ Daniel Deronda,” will 
remember the “ Venetian glow of colouring” which distinguished - the 
memtlers of the Cohen family on Friday night. 


Perhaps more than anything we owe to this flexibility of our 
nature, the decided Jewish - joyousness and capacity to bear trouble, 
. No nation except the Japanese can vie with us in general cheer- 
.fulnees of disposition. The connection of the two qualities is obvions. A 
nature that can change its moods casily can more easily bear sorrow than 
one which broods on its troubles. A less mobile character thanthe Jewish 

would probably have been crushed and certainly embittered by the centuries 

of persecution that Jews have passed through. Yet it is undoabtedly most 

characteristic of the Jews to be bright and gay. Jewish family life is more 

attractive onthis account, and this. prevents that seeking fur amusement 
outside the family cirele which is the quickest dissolvent of family love, 

It is likewise due to this fact that servants who have lived @ long time with 

Jews are “spoiled ” fer any other service. In a wider sphere this joyousness 
led to an optimistic view of things in general which was the Jewish trait 
that had incited the ire of Scuorenuaverthe father of modern pessimism and 

the hidden source of much of modern Judenfressere’, Waanen's opposition 

to Judaism ia music,” is due to his pessimistic manner and to the more 

peaceful and happy strains which emanate from Jewish musicians, 

While, however, pliability of emotion induces joyousness ability 
to cast off care it may tend to destroy the capacity for rath and to dal 
somewhat the edge of conscience, The ascetic view of sin is more an Aryan 

than a Senvitic trait, and has given the artistic production of Aryan genius 
that deeper intensity of noble sorrow which gives to anl 
vEABE their unique povition in the literature of the worll. Genera'ly speak- 
ing this brightness has somewh«t detracted from the dignity which would 
| otherwise have attached to the Jewish character as the result.of such noble - 
fortitude in an ideal cause.

‘TNE SYRIAN COLONIZATION” FUND. 


An interesting ceremony ofan unusual kind took place on Wednesday at Brook 
Green. ‘The Syrian Colenization Fund, of which the Earl of Shaftesbury is Presi. 
dent, -have collected money sufficient for the formation of one small colony. Land 
has been purchased in North Syria,near the sea coast, and on Monday next forty-five 
families of refugees from Russia set sail for their new homes, These Jews were all 
of them severe sufferers in the late persecution ; one by one they- found their way 
to London, hoping there to obtain relief in: employment of some sort. The Mangion 
Hloure Fund conhl give them no help, as one and all refused to go ty Amorica on 
any pretext. From among hundreds of. families, all intensely anxious to go to Spria, 
these forty-five have been carefuily chosen as likely to work well together in the 
formation of a colony.

He cuts into 
the forest, he diga into the earth, he levels the roads, he builds rude houses, warm 
and comfortable enough for him if he be let alone, he sets up earthworks 
and forts; he plans docks, builds and mans ships, and does it all often 
out of what he finds on the spot, taking everything as if it were his 
own, and fighting the owner if the owner dares to interfere; crushing out 
all that comes in his way, yet not quarre!some if he be allowed his own way, When 
he has made a rough holding, he lets the Kelt join him on terms which he keeps the 
key of, and the Kelt, with light heart and clastic mind, beautifies the place and 
makes it more human; builds the temple, the theatre, the mansion, lays out the 
garden, introduces the picture, the sculpture ; improves and lightens the literature ; 
lets in the light, the art, the beauty ; in fact, furnishes the place and makes it 
happy. When Saxon and Kelt have in their ways thus installed the community 18 
comfort and position, ia glides the Jew with his money bage, and “ Will you buy, 
will you buy, will you buy?” becomes the ring of the street and the market ; 
commerce completes the whole. The Jaw does more than thiv: he brings muse 
also, enterpriee, and, until he feels his way, long-sufferance and stability, In these 
combinations the three races help each other.

ST. PETERSBURG, Ava. 18, 1882, 

For some days past the Russian papers have circulated a report that the right 
will shortly be extended to the Jewa of residing withou’ let or hindranes in any 
part-of the Empire, There is no doubt that if this report should be confirmed by 
actual facts the condition of the Jews will be somewhat ameliorate!, but it would 
be a mistake to suppose that with this concession the Jewish question would be 
solved. It is true that the restrictions imposed on the Jews as regards residence 
have influenced to a large extent the present state of our coreligioniste, but not to 
euch a degree as our Jewish publicists opine, when they assert that this reatridtion 
of rights has made the Jewish question, Artisans, manufacturers, merchants of the 
first guild and.students holding diplomas are but slightly, or in most cises not at 
all, affected by these limitations ; none the lees, these privilege’ individuals on the 
whole seldom avail themselves of the right to settle in the interior of the country. 
The obstacles to stich ‘a settlement are t> be found in the general poverty which 
renders it almost impossible to mect the heavy travelling expenses entailed by the 
immense distances that have to be traversed, and partly also in the ignorance of 
the Russian language which prevails among the Jews in the North Western Govern- 
ments, while a great many are ‘also deterred by the anti-Jewish prejudices which 
exist among several classes of the Christian population. When the Jew, who asa 
rule clings to his home, determines to leave the district where he hag long resided, 
he genetally and justly gives the preference to America or other foreiga lands 
rather than to a different region of Russia. Therefore. even if the report as t> the 
intended concession of free settlement to the Jews shon!d rest on a sure foundation, 
it is hardly likely. that the disposition of the Jews in favour of foreign emigration 
will undergo’ any great change, and thus the Jewish quéstion in its principal 

phases will remain in the’same positioa as hitherto. 

This Jewish question has iis origin not so mac’ in the Ras sian Code of laws, 
although it bristles with the laconic expression “ with the exception of tho Jews, 
as in the hate and prejadice of the Russians, educated as well as uneducated, against 
the Jews without exception of rank. Take the case of the educated Jew. According 
to the Russian Code he is placed on a footing of equality with the non-Jew, yirtually, 
however, a public career in the service of the State is beset with great difficultics, 
if it be not altogether closed to him, . For dresenscige the provincial states which 
have: the power of making their. own a; Pp jintnients: seldom tske Jews, be 
it.as phyeicians or as architects, into-their service, and when suc appsintmints are 
given to any of our coreligionists, the Governor neariy always de slards them to be 
illegal. 

There is ecarcely a second Stata where the influence of the legislatiog is as 
powerless against the arbitrary dispositions of. the alminis‘ration as it is: ia Rassia, 
and on this account the sad lot of the Jews is less the result of exceptional. legis!a- 
tion as of the hate and prejudice of the population. ‘hcse hostile feelings have 
their origin in the immense difference which exists bet seen the moral and intel’ectual 
condition of the Jews and tnat of their Christian fellow-c: oe : and as this 
distinction, far from diminizhing, is from day to day becoming greater and greater, 
there is no prospect of any devrease of the enmity of the Christians 5 bo wai ne the 
Jews; 6n the contrary, it is to be fearel that with every day it will assima greater 
dimensions, Apart from the fact that in no.country in the world is the proportion 
of Jews. to non-Jews eo large as in. Russia (neatly four million Jewsamong a popu- 
lation of about 0 millions}—~a proportion which is likely to increase in consequence 
of the wide difference between the character and the national life of tha Jews and 
the Christians consequent on the intensely moral, pure, and healthy life of our 
brethren ; apart from all this, there is still room in this colossal anl seemingly 
endleas country for many more millions of inhabitants, 

But envy is immense, it * has large eyes.” and. yet it is blind ; yea, blind to its 
own interests,. Envy is the offspring of jnisery and disaster,and of thesé the 

tussians have had more than ticir fill. The country is torn to pieces by arbitrari- 
ness and fraud on the part of the degenerate bureaucracy, by the terrorism of the 
Nihilists and the chauvinism of the Slavophils. These three pots of the Russian 
‘nation, flesh of its flesh, are at the same time its worst enemies, against which the 
Government of that most humane of all Russian monarchs, the Emporor Alexander 
II,, struggled in vain, until His Majesty himself, all too soon, succumbed, The 
Russian platocracy and bureaucracy—of real ar soe sitnnd we have none—know no 
duties which are incumbent upon them, but only of right and privileges with which 
they trample on the masees. And the poor Russian peasant who belongs to the great 
majority of the Russian people, etarves and goes to wreck sm ruin in consequence 
of his heavy burdens, his love for drink, his supers‘ition, and hisignorance. By 
nature kind-hearted and just, the long yoke of the foreign Kes gols demoralized 
him and‘made him inhuman, Deprived of the necessary schools, where he could 
imbibe light and life, without an honoured and cyltured priesthood who might in- 
struct and guide him, without work for his strong arms, and the indispensable 
nourishment for his empty stomach,’there’ remains nothing for him but to drown 
his despair in aleohol. From these drawbacks the Jew, however, is, thank God, free, 
He is intelligent and moral, soberand frugal, enterprising and industrious. The 
“ Chadar and the “ Jeshiba,” the “ Beth Hamedrash ” and the “ Drusch ” etill 
exercise their influence, although they have been somewhat weakened by morbid 
enlightment and by reforming innovations, The bulk of the Russian Jews are 
still distinguished by their piety, which is not only the source of their morality, 
but also of their intelligence, If the Russian Jew has to thank his religious insti- 


tutions for having placed him beyond the need of beerhouses and restaurants and 
other establishments of a similar character whic pave the way for degeneracy and 
- gross excesses, it should, on the other hand, be placed to the credit of every Russian 
Jew that. he knows how to read and write, accomplishments in which he leaves the: 


Russian Christian far behind. The intellectual superiority of the Russian Jew 
over his Christian neighbour becomes the more remarkable when we consider that 
within the narrow period of three decades, that is to say since the time when the 
public Russian seata of learning were opened to our people, the por-centage of 
Jewish scholars, and of successful scholars to boot, has greatly exceeded that of the 
Christians, notwithstanding the fact that our young bretlren have had to contend 


With great poverty and the persecuting zeal of superstitious and obstinate opposition — 
_ tothe march of intellect from within, and with numerous prejudices and restrictions: 


from areca These results to favourable to the Jews have given t ho rest to the 


Russian, in whose breast they have awakened the dread monster—Envy, “ Envy 

has large eyes and yet it is blind.” He envies the Jew what he possesses though 

he fails to see that actually the Jew has very little, Is the Jew in any way privi- 
leged through his morality and intelligence? or is he, thanks to his frugality and 
eobriety, his enterprising spririt and his energy, a whit more favoured or richer 
than his fellowman? Cannot the number of rich Jews be counted on the fingers, 
whilst the great masa of the Jews inthis country are more liable to perish from 
hunger and cold than the poorest Christian peasant who at least has his own hearth ? 
The superior virtues of the Jews, one would imagine, would tend to ensure for them 
a tolerably comfortable existence, why then are the Jewa the poorest and most 
unfortunate beings in the land? Does the Jew exploit the vices of the Russiana? 
or does the Russian exploit the virtues of the Jew? But with whom and with 
what have we to argue’? As we do not expect sunshine in the midst of the blackest 
darkness, or the genial warmth of spring in the midst of the witter wold of winter, 
so we must not expect to find logic in hate, or reason in envy, “ Envy is blind to ite 
own interests,” for it cannot be deniel that the Jew is and has beon a great bleas- 
ing for Russia, and woul] become still more soif he were but let alone. Russia, 
which has been so richly endowed by nature, lacks nothing s9 much as enorgy and 
enterprise, as cu! ltured powers and peaco-loving, sober artizvuns, Bas of what con- 


his own personal and selfish ‘interests, 


Yes, it ia an old story and still it ever remains new. Weare not hated because 
we are bad, but because we are weak and yet are no‘ bad, As long as two thousand 
years ago Haman once for all briefly, bat clearly, formulated the Jewish question in 
the words with which he addressed his k king : “ There is a cértain people scattered 
abroad and dispersed among all the psople laws are diverse 
from all people.” 

Asa matter of fact, what other nation is ‘there in history which, without a 
Metz and a Malta, without nee lle-guns-ani Krupp cannons; was so rash and arro- 
gant.as to lead an independent life of cultute, and to be willing to bear a p ble 
mission of civilization and culture on it; bare shouliers uats all eternity. - Why 
will the Jews not haul down their flag, break wit their past, deny and forget the 
glorious traditions of their ancestors, like so many other nations have done after 
they had lost their political independence’ Why are the Jews so tough and atiff- 
neck«d as to refuse to lose their identity by uniting with the nations am ng whom 
they dwell, to exchange their patriarchal home for the beer-hone, to introdace the 
moderna lewdness and debauchery of tuecir surroundings into their traditionally pure 
family iife, and to give up. their frugal and abstemious habits ia favour of a career 
of gluttony and rioting with.“ be love i friends?" 

If the Jew were willing in this*manner to unite with his neighbour and go 
hand in hand with him, dasttad of allowing himself to be instructed by him exclu- 
tively ip arts. and sciences, and if with unite] forces he would joyfally labour with 
his Christian countrymen to promote the well-beiag of the nati a auf the progress 
of the human miad, then the hate which ia felt towards him would be sensibly 
dimitished, aud we should have fewer complaints against his unwillingnéss to assi- 
milate himself to his neighbour, .1t.isnot the sale of old raga or the practice of 
uaury Which is denied to the Jows, but agrienttaral, scientific, and public pursnits. 
Ile cannot bs a rector or a mage ate, although he may be a faytor and petty 
dealer. hate already observed, the Jevs in Russia are hatal, as thoy are hated 
in other countries where the population has not yet attain d a high stateof c ulture, 
nob because they are bad, but bacausd they are not bad; and areun willingtodegrale 
themselves, 

Nothing Lut their steadfast adhererice io the high principles of m srality and 
honcsty, and to their traditional inuer life, has preserved them from the fate which 
so many nations had in store for them in the past. I have spoken in thi¢ letter of 
the Mongols, but who will guarantee that the Russiane, who belong to the same 
stock, will be more civilized than they, and thus enable us to look forward to a 
brighter and happier future ? 
| Though the opinion which has besn alvanced on many siles, notably by Karl 
Vogt, that. there is reason to doubt the civilizing capabilities of the Russian nation, 
may savour somewhat of pessimism, there is. still a great deal in this opinion which 


that we Jews cannot rely on any of the parties which Jacerats the State. The 
Slavophils as well as tte Nihilists took an equal and more or less direct and dis- 
graceful share in the Jewish exceases,and Liberals and Conservatives, with few 
exceptions, not only did not content themselves with being passive spectators, but

Sach serious thoughts as those to which I havo here given expression more and 
more occupy the minds of the cultured section of the Jewish community, and the 
future of our brethren fills us with the greatest anxiety, We now see that with the 
continued intellectual advancement of the Jews and with an extension of theircivil 
and political rights, they will beo»me more dangerous competitors of the Russiane, 


the hate and prejudice felt for the Jews, and waich cannot but culminate in fresh 
excesses, until in time even a friendly Gover nmént will become tired of defending 
the Jews. 

We a'so see that Russia not only meaances the Jews wits material, but above all 
with moral misery, with Nibilism and other pernicious teachings which have found 
their way intothe Russian schools, What is Ixrae! withouthis holy mission and religion 
without his noble and eterna! ethics? and it is at this holy mission that Nihiliem ig 


poison, and what poison can be more dangerous for the moral and intellectual 
dsvelopment of humanity than the Nihilism which has penetrated into the schools 
where Jewish children likewise receive their education, What have the Kussian

All this we perceive with more or less clearness, and the conviction more and 
more gains upon us that we can no longer regard Rassia as our fatherland and that 
we cannot join any of the political parties as w2 hitert» had done ; that we mast 
only look upon Russia as a temporary place of resilence, as long at least as civilised 
absolutiem dare not rear its head. These convictions avsure the future of the emigra- 
tion movement, and especially of the movement in favour of the colonization of 
Palestine, notwithstanding the failure of the first experiment in that direction. How- 
ever this may be much will have been achieved when the Russian Jews will have 
ooked into their position and will be prepare] t» every to settle else- 
where, 


THE JEWS IN RUSSIA, 

With the view towards a permanent settlement of the Jewish qu2stion it 
ia reported that the Government have uniler consideration a proposal to grant 
to the Jews the right of treo settlement in any part of Rassia on the same 
conditions as are in ferce*in Finland. This condition is to the effect that a 
person. desirous: of changing his place of abode must obtain from the 
authorities in the town an official permit which will have to be renewed after 
an interval of six months in his new place of residence, Should ‘this condition 
be enforced, the Jews wishing to change their habitation will always be at the 
mercy of the local authorities, some of whom would doubtless take advantage 
of their powers to levy blackmail before grantiog the necessary permite. 

The following is a list of the towne in which contligrations, disastrous to 
the Jews, have recently occurred, together with the number of Jewish houses 
burnt by the flames: June 28th, D'sua 700 with synagogue and Bothé Hamed- 
rach; July 17th, Kopischak, 5; 18th, Maakerlit (here the entire town was 
destroyed) ; 19th, Sakelow 80; 20tb, Wilkowiski 70 ; 23rd, Ratziwilow 350 and 
(; Bathé fHlamedrash.

Lt ie reported that the “ Chassedi:n ” in Padwoltschisk have petitioned the 
Goveroment of Galicia to expel the Rassian Jews who. bave taken flight into 
that province, in order that they may thereby exclusively retain the large 
trade which is carried on at the frontiers of the two countries.

earnest study of philology. With high flights of imagination, and at the same time 
with the clear understanding and the acute perception of the observer, everytiiag 
whieh concerned languages was of imp rtance to him ; in this field nothing appeared 
to him small, nothing insignificant. By means of a truly wonderful readiness in 
the knowledge of nearly every language throughou’ the world, Geiger (whom whilst 
living, Stenthal declared to be most learned philolozist of our time, though whea 
dead heattackel him, [ believe, owing to. a philosophical misanderstanding). 
arrived at conclus'ons the acceptance ot which he has forced upon us.by the most 
convincing arguments and proofs. He pointed out in the mo*t striking manner 
the untenableness’of the hitherto imperfect attsmpts to silve the prodlem of ths 
origin of speech, according to the iaterjectional theory and the theory of the imita- 
tionofsround , . , . Geiger was still a student when he communicated to . 
me his discoveries, the wide range of which he atonce recognized. With a linguis-

Oncsimus : By the author of “ Philochristus” (Macmillan), . 

The author of “ Philochristua” contiones in the present work his account 
of the rise of the early Christian Church as told by an imaginary eye. witness. 
We cannot say that the sequel is of equal interest to ite predecessor. Not 
becanee the subj°ct is not so interesting ; on the contrary, from a Jewish point 
of view at least, the work of Paul is of even greater interest than that of Jesus 
The reason is, we suspect, that there are no such rich materials as the Gospel 
to form the groundwork of a narrative of Paul's life and influence. The caput 
mortuum on which the present nairative is hung, is that of Ooesimus the slave 
mentioned in the epistle to Philemon. Tho original was probably no very 
extraordinary specimen of his class, and the fine conduct of Paul is undoubtedly 
enhanced by the idea that he had so much influence with and took so much 
interest in an ordinary epecimen of a very degraded class of being. Our author 
pre fers to make Onesimus a youth of noble birth and gentle calture who dabbles 
in all the philosophies of the day and thus enables the book to display the con- 
flicting ideals of the time. It is scarcely necessary to say that the book is far 
inferior in interest to Jewish readera than its predecessor. Where a life of 
Christ is-eotirely within a Jewish atmosphere, the life of snch a philosopher as 
Onesimus must necessarily be altogether outside the Jewish circles of the time.
